Estim ates ranged from a m in­ 
imum of six bushels to the acre 
to a max imum of twelv e accord­ 
ing to the dev elopments th at fol­ 
low. It was generally agreed th a t 
escape from hail damage would 
be the contributing factor in these 
estim ates and th at w eather con­ 
ditions were too uncertain to v en­ 
ture positiv e opinions. 


Certain sectors of the county 
offer far better prospects than are 
anticipated for other sections, of 
which neighboring 
counties 
ap­ 
pear to be hardest hit. 
Most growers report that their 
grain is responding well to the 
m oisture and optimism is ex press­ 
ed that wheat will stay ahead of 
weeds in growth if further moisf- 
ture is withheld for a few weeks. 
Ma o rity of the g ro wers feel tha t 
surv ey s ca nno t be o ffered until 
a mo re complete gauge of the re­ 
sultant growth is av ailable. Time 
is param ount in all discussion and 
fingers are being crossed while 
the waiting goes on. 
Indications are th at the area 
northeast of Hamlin offers the 
most fav orable signs of bumper 
production.

County Ag ent Rep orts On Ag ricultural 
Outlook In County After Recent Rains 


L.IV. Missio n Insp ect Africa n Co lo nics 


Arg icultura l o utlo o k 
for Jones 
County has been greatly improv ­ 
ed by the recent rains, acording to 
a report receiv ed by The Herald 
from Bill Lehmberg, county agent 
County as a whole av eraged 
ov er four inches of m oisture and 
there has been v ery little run­ 
o ff. 
This po ints to a v ery fa­ 
v orable growing season, contin­ 
ues the agent. 
W heat an dother small grain 
will respond to the m oisture but 
the y ield will be reduced in many 
cases due to prem ature heading. 
Improv ed v arieties such as T ri­ 
umph, W estar. and W iehila hav e 
held up better under the drough­ 
ty conditions than Blackhull in 
most cases. Fields that w ere gra­ 
zed are showing a rem arkable re­ 
cov ery and should produce well. 
Some greenbug and red spider 
dam age has shown up but the 
dry w eather during 
the 
early 
growing season hit 
w heat and 
oats the hardest. 
A check made Saturday to see 
the difference in m oisture ad- 
sorbption on land that had been 
subsoiled and that which had not. 
In this case w ater was standing 
•in the middles on the land not 
subsoiled, but on subspiled land 
only a few puddles of w ater could 
be seen. 


Subsoiling# and 
deep 
plowing 
with moldboards hav e been a pop­ 
ular practice this spring and each 
should pay div idends. 
In 
the 
sandy and miv ed sandy 
areas, 
checks made 
show 
th at 
land 
which had been plowed writh a 
moldboard so at to turn up clay 
and loam greatly reduced blowing 
as compared to land that w'as one 
way ed. 
O ther practices adopted to in­ 
crease y ields and substitute for 
reduced acreages include the use 
of fertilizers, summ er fallowing, 
planting summ er legumes, such as 
crotelaria, guar and sweet clo­ 


v ers. 
Alfa lfa is being tried in 
parts of the county . 
There is an 
increased interest 
in 
reseeding 
and building up nativ e pastures 
More interest is being shown in 
balanced farming including poul­ 
try , swine, dairy and beef cattle 
worked into the farm ing sy stem. 
Scattered dry 
plantings 
of 
maize are up to a good stand and 
the rain should assure a good 
crop. 
An estim ated 100,000 acres 
will be planted to maize and other 
feed crops this y ear. 7078, Plains­ 
man and M artins are the most 
popular v arieties. 
Indications are 
that feed m arketed through liv e­ 
stock will bring more return than 
th at which is m arketed at h ar­ 
v est time. 
Economists point out 
th at the liv estock-feed prices ra ­ 
tio is ex pected to he slightly less 
fav orable than in 19 49 . 


T here is more interest in liv e­ 
stock production and tem porary 
pastures of sudan 
a s an added 
source of income. 
The only tre ­ 
ble is that with increased demand 
for cattle, the price goes up ac­ 
cordingly . 
Entomologists tell us w'e will 
hav e insect dam age 
again 
this 
y ear if they are not controlled. 
Commissioner’s Court in cooi>cra- 
tion with the United States De­ 
partm ent of A griculture plan to 
open the grasshopper bait mix ing 
station again later this y ear. 
A 
spray program for the contral of 
cotton insects has been approv ed 
by the Tex as Ex perim ent S ta­ 
tion and will be a big help because 
of the high winds and dry w eather 
during the control period.

A good growing season such as

VERY LITTLE VELVET 


Th retail merchant— the man who has 
been cussed out mentally by so many of 
us because h’s had to charge high prices 
for his goods — has some problems on his 
hand. 
In a number of lines both prices 


and sales have been slipping. 
The buy - 
1 ers' market is back, and cmpetition gets 
; constantly tougher. 
And, as a general 
rule, the balance between profit and loss 
is delicate. 
This is borne out by a study made by 
a life insurance company . 
The study 
deals with the financial operations of 


food chains, but the points it stresses are 
applicable in some degree to all kinds of 
retailing. 
In the case of the food out­ 
lets, the average mark-up is a third less 
than before the war, and averages 17 cents 
out of each consumer dollar taken in. 
Of 
that 17 cents, close to 16 cents is spent 
for wages, rent, advertising, tax es shrink­ 
age and spoilage, and other unavoidable 
costs. 
The balance— one to one and one- 
half cents—is all that is left for profit. 
The survey observes that a material drop 
in either prices or total volume would re­ 
sult in “red ink,” because increased wage 
and other costs have created a break­ 
even point which is much higher than 
before. 
The ex tremely modest unit profit earn­ 
ed by retailers is a logical development. 
The high dollar volume that has charac­ 
terized post-war retailing has made it 
possible to show a satisfactory total profit 
even when unit profits are microscopic. 
Then, the relentless and growing force of 
competition has forced all merchants to 
offer inducements— in price, in service, 
or in something else— in order to keep 


their trade from marching off down the 
street. 
That couldn’t happen in a con­ 
trolled economy . 
It can and does happen 
in a free economy . 


STEER ISNT ALL STEAK 


The American Meat Institute has pub­ 
lished a chart called “The Saga of the 
Steer” which is designed to help consum­ 
ers understand why there is such a wide 
spread between what packers pay 
fo r 
beef on the hoof, and what is charged 
for such luscious cuts as steaks at the 
butcher's on the comer. 


If steers are selling at 26 cents per 
pound, the packer pay s $260 for a 1,000- 
pound animal. 
It dresses out to 600 
pounds of beef and, couriously enough, 
he sells the meat to the retailer at $252. 
That is not accomplished by financial 
legerdemain—the difference between what 
he paid for the animal and what he got 
for the beef is made up by the value 
of 
by -products, such as fats, hair, hides, etc.

But Ala- 
ddian’s Lamp is merely a beau­ 
tiful fairy tale . And big spend­ 
ing politicians arq a bold reality, 
as yet unbridled. 


Its doubtful that 
there 
are 
more than an handful of people 
outside Washington who 
know 
the full facts about the spending 
program being persistently press­ 
ed on Congress by the executive 
department. To get the facts and 
correlate them would fequire a 
considerable staff of specialists. 
And to present the findings in an 
objective manner, justifying pub­ 
lic acceptance, would require non 
partisan 
handling 
Fortunately 
such a study has been made and 
such an objective report has been 
presented—by the staff of the 
Senate’s own Committee on Exec­ 
utive Department Expenditures.
